The expected battle In the Cham- 
pagne region of France, following 
nays of acirte gun (preparation by 
the French forces, which was an- 
gwered almost shot for shot by the 
Germans, at last has broken. Seem- 
ingly synchronizing it with the 
somewhat lessened activity on the 
part of the British against the Ger- 
mans on the Arras front, the French 
Monday eastward from Rheims 
launched an attack over a front of 
about four miles from the south of 
Heine to the east of Mont Carmillet 
and captured several fortitied Ger- 
man trenches. 

Delivered at midday the offensive 
was swift and sharp, and at Its con- 
clusion the French line had been 
driven forward imo territory pre- 
viously accupied by the enemy to 
depths ranging relatively from ilOO 
1o '1.000 yards. Simultaneously to 
the eastward a thrust by the French 
northeast of Monthaut netted thorn 
a gain of about two-thirds of a mile 
and placed them virtually astride of 
Moronvillleres-Naurov road.

Washington . April 28. — By over- 
whelming majorities both the Senat, 
and House passed late' tonight the 
Administration bill to raise a war 
army by selective draft. 

The final roll-calls brought into 
line behind the bill many Senators 
and Representatives who had fought 
for the volunteer system until routed 
by decisive defeat of volunteer 
amendments earlier in the day in 
both houses. The Senate, which had 
voted down the volunteer plan 69 to 
18, passed the bill by a vote of 81 to 
8. In the House the vote against 
.the volunteer plan was 313 to 109 
and that by which the bill itself was 
pass, d was 397 to 14, 

As passed by the Senate the meas- 
ure provides for the draft of men 
between the ages of 21 and 27 years. 
While in the House measure the age 
limits are fixed at 21 and 40. This 
and lesser discrepancies will he 
threshed out in conference early next 
week so that the bill may be in the 
hands of the President as quickly as 
possible. The War Deparment al- 
ready has completed plans for carry- 
ing it into effect. 

A lining the amendments adopted 
in the Senate was one which would 
pern' it Col. Roosevelt to recruit a 
volunteer force for service in France. 
A similar proposal had been rejected 
by the House

Trinidad. Col.. April 17. — Hope 
that any of the 120 men entombed 
in the Hastings mine, near here, to- 
day, may be rescued was abandoned 
by rescue crew 8 tonight. The men 
were caught behind a wall of tire 
Kfhleh followed an explosion, in the 
main slope early this morning and 
cannot be reached. 

The first bodies of victims have 
been found by Ihe real M MHh, ac- 
cording to t'liaries Dalrymple, chief 
inspector of the Slale .Mining Bu- 
reau. He said the rescuers have 
penetrated 2,000 feet into the work- 
ings. 

"One l.uiulred and eighteen men 
are behind the tire and there is lit- 
tle chance of reaching them," Dai- 
ry in pie reported. 

The only means of communication 
between Trinidad and Hastings is a 
.single telephone wire which hat been 
crowded with official messages re- 
lating to reaeM work. 

Rumors current that Ihe txploslos 
was the result of a plot were dis- 
counted by company officials, who 
pointed out that the mine was known 
as a "gas mine" and that a similar 
explosion had occurred in 1913. 
Company officials stated that the U 
plosion was slight and that Hi" great- 
est danger to the men was from the 
and smoke.

Resolved, by the Semite of the 
Comon wealth of Kentucky, that it is 
the sense of tills body that every cit- 
izen of this Commonwealth should, 
and it is hig patriotic duty, to de- 
vote his attention to the production 
of foodstuff*, and to cultivate every 
available *pot of land that Is not 
now in cultivation for the purpose of 
enlarging the production of rood 
stuffs, not only for the use of the 
citizens of Kentucky, but a* a means 
of aiding America in waging and 
winning the present war If Amer- 
ica Is to see Democracy triumphant 
and is to be of the greatest assist- 
ance in bringing victory to herself 
and her allle*. It la absolutely neces- 
sary tor every cltlsen of this coun- 



try to add his mite in any possible 
manner to aid In waging the war. 
People in all walk* of life realut- 
that the most important matter to 
be considered at this time is the 
feeding of the warring nation* and.

Resolved, that the Clerks of the 
Senate are hereby instructed to have 
three hundred copies of this resolu- 
tion printed and deliver a copy to> 
each Representative attending this 
Legislative session. He it further 

Resofved, that the Commissioner 
of Agriculture be given a copy of 
thi* resolution and that he use every 
mean* available to transmit the mes- 
sage herein contained to the farmers 
of the Commonwealth and that he 
urge every citizen of the Comnion- 
weath to produce the greatest 
amount of food Bluffs this year to 
conserve their resource* and refrain 
from waste and that he lend everv 
assistance to each and every Individ- 
ual of the Commonwealth in raising 
Kentucky'* quota of food products.

bound under Section 1.17, of the 
constitution, forbidding the indebt- 
edness contracted in a year to ex- 
ceed the income; to deduct from the 
estimated revenues these fixed ex- 
penses to find how much indebted- 
ness may be incurred, and If. 
through unforseen eventualities, the 
income In any year does not cover 
the expenses, that debt must be 
counted In the standing expenses 
for the following year until It Is 
paid.

New Revenue Laws. 



H. B. No. 1 — A. J. Oliver. Creat- 
ing a permanent State Tax Commis- 
sion composed of the Auditor and 
two member* one from each of the 
dominant political parties, to be ap- 
pointed by the Covernor, subject to 
confirmation by the Senate. The ap- 
pointive commissioners will receive 
salaries of $.1,600 a year. The Com- 
mission takes over all the assessing? 
and equalizing powers now vested In 
other State bodies and departments. 
It is given Inquisitorial powers to 
examine the books and records of 
taxpayers, and to compel the attend- 
ance of witnesses. The commission 
can re-assess any county If the su- 
pervisors fail to comply with its re- 
quirements relative to raises In val- 
uation. 

H. n. No. 2. — T. H. Gardner. Re- 
duces State property tax rate from 
flfty-flve to forty cents on the $100 
valuation. Exempts intangible per- 
sonal property, farm Implements 
and the machinery and raw mater- 
ials actually being used by manu- 
facturers from local taxation. Pro- 
vides for a mortgage recording tax 
of twenty cents on the $100 on all 
mortgages which run for a longer 
period than five years. Voluntary 
listing of intangible property for 
State taxation relieves owners there- 
of from liability In actions for the 
collection of back taxes. 

H. B. No. 3.— C.eorge L Pickett. 
Providing for a State tax of ten 
cents on the $100 on bank deposits, 
in lieu of all other taxes on such de- 
posits. Provides that banks must 
pay this tax, but that they "may" 
deduct (jhe amount pro rata from 
their depositors. 

H. P. No. V. — Thomas Spurrier. 
Providing for a tax of two cents the 
wine gallon on all distilled spirits 
which are subject to the Govern- 
ment tax. Tax amities- to liquors 
now in bonded warehouses as well 
as to such as tnaj i.ade in future. 
■Revenue yielded to bo apportioned 
as follows: Fifty per cent to the 
general expense fund, thirty per cent 
to the school fund and twenty per 
cent to the State-aid road fund. 

H. P. No. 9. -Thomas Spurrier.

Mr. Norton, who Is a 
aptt'iallat on truck crops of the I'nited 
Stat. s department of agriculture, gave 
the tell. .wing essentials for aajeajaaajM 
asparagus growing: Land should he 
well drained, level, sandy loam that 
does nut dry out badly In summer and 
MM to markets. .Manure fertilizer, 
green manure and lime r< ipili ct.icnu 
shou d all be attended to before plant- 
ing ; i tragus beds.

Chouse 
plains f rum stork that has a good rec- 
ord m a pradnctri select does a m ar- 
by Held If possible, mid be sure of your 
BtOCk first. GlDW enough roots so ynu 
will have ten times as ninny plants as 
yon will want for 'electing the one 
year runts for planting in the field. "I 
never plant two-year-old roots," says 
Sir. N'nrton, "and do not believe iu 
starling the seed In Its permanent 
plnce. Root selection Is a most Impor- 
tant factor In getting a good bed."
